WHEREAS The Little Traverse Bay Bands of Odawa Indians is officially
recognized by the State of Michigan as an Indian Tribe AND

WHEREAS reaffirmation of our trust status with the government of the
United States of America is supported by our members as demonstrated
in community meetings and surveys.

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Little Traverse Bay Bands Board
of Directors in open "meeting on December 7, 1981, supports the
legizlation introduced by Congressman Bob Davis which would reaffirm
the status of the Little Traverse Bay Bands of Odawa Indiang as a
distinct. Indian Tribe. :
